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Chamber chairman says the 
year ahead is ‘hdl of promise’

HONITON’S Chamber of Commerce is 
looking back on a strong 2016 but be¬ 
lieves the year ahead is ‘one full of 
promise.’ 

Honiton’s chamber welcomed a new chair¬ 
man earlier this year, as predecessor Colin 
Wright stepped into the role of president and 
his able deputy and market manager Tony Mc¬ 
Collum took over the role. 

Speaking about the future of Honiton, Mr 
McCollum said: “The year ahead is one full of 
promise for businesses in Honiton. With many 
local businesses expanding their premises and 
introducing new lines, the High Street and the 
main shopping areas in Honiton are alive with 
anticipation for what 2017 holds in store.” 

This year saw several shops expand into new 
premises with Lace Lingerie taking over a 
neighbouring space and Wendy’s Cookshop 
also expanding their store. 

Mr McCollum added: “The town has a strong 
set of white and blue collar business thriving 
in around the various industrial and retail 
parks.” 

National building suppliers MKM took over 
a site at Heathpark Industrial Estate creating 
14 jobs for the town in the process. 

Mr McCollum said: “The Chamber will be 
looking to expand its membership through 
2017 and the more members we have the 
stronger our voice and the bigger our pockets 
to promote Honiton outside of our normal 
catchment area. 

“Much research has been done around what 



buying and spending locally means to the local 
economy. For every pound spent in this dis¬ 
trict 80p goes directly back into the local econ¬ 
omy meaning more jobs, more wealth and 
more investment. 

“The message from the Chamber is clear - 
support local businesses in Honiton and look 
forward to a year of growth in 2017, growth for 
membership and growth for the economy of 


Honiton.” 

The Honiton economy is expected to grow, as 
East Devon District Council will be moving 
their base of operations to the town in 2018. 

This year saw the closure of the Crown Post 
Office in the town, with the replacement facil¬ 
ity taking up joint residence in WH Smith. 

The former post office site is still vacant sev¬ 
eral months after the move. 


Town council 
‘acted unlawfully’ 

A HIGH Court Judge has ruled that Honiton 
Town Council acted unlawfully when adding 
disciplinary measures to those already im¬ 
posed on one of their councillors by East 
Devon District Council. 

Town councillor John Taylor launched a judi¬ 
cial review after Honiton Town Council imposed 
sanctions on him that he felt restricted his 
right as a democratically elected councillor. 

Mr Justice Edis, who presided over the case 
concluded: “I therefore quash the decision on 
the ground that, in so far at it applied the Oc¬ 
tober Policy and added additional sanctions 
over and above those recommended by East 
Devon District Council, Honiton Town Council 
acted unlawfully.” 

The findings were made after deliberating in 
detail the evidence presented by all parties, as 
well as the Localism Act as intended by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

John Taylor was hauled infront of East Devon 
District Council Standards Committee last year 
after he wrote a letter to a constituent, which 
later became public, where he accused town 
clerk Chetna Jones of criminal conduct. 

The town council then imposed their own 
sanctions on him, which Cllr Taylor took um¬ 
brage with. The saga has been rumbling on for 
nearly two years.

EDFG joins a network of 49 
groups across England cover¬ 
ing over 200,000 hectares of 
farmland and woodland 
under the Natural England- 
funded Farm Facilitation Sch¬ 
eme programme. 

Mike Ellingham, retired NFU 
Regional Advisor and former 
AONB Partnership member, 
will be chairing the group and 


said: “I am pleased that the 
AONB team have secured this 
funding with our partners. 

“It will provide opportuni¬ 
ties to bring the local farming 
community together to dis¬ 
cuss and develop modern 
farming and environmental is¬ 
sues that affect all their farms 
at a critical time.” 

EDFG has a committee of 
local farmers and woodland 
owners. 

They will be assisted by 
Roland Stonex of Farming and 
Wildlife Advisory Group 
South West, Mike Symes 
from the Devon Greater 
Horseshoe Bat project and 
Pete Youngman from the 


AONB team. 

Farmers signing up to the 
Farm Facilitation Scheme will 
receive a 20 per cent uplift on 
their application score for 
mid-tier Countryside Steward¬ 
ship and will be eligible to at¬ 
tend free training and advis¬ 
ory workshops. 

The group is open to farmers 
and woodland owners in the 
Coly Valley, Branscombe, 
Southleigh, Ofifwell and Shute 
areas.

Superfast broadband comes 
to Luppitt based brewery 


THE award-winning Ottery 
Brewery near Honiton has 
struck a deal with BT for ultra¬ 
fast broadband. 

About four kilometres of un¬ 
derground and overhead cabling 
is being installed as part of ex¬ 
tensive engineering works to de¬ 
liver the latest Fibre-to-the- 
Premises (FTTP) technology to 
Otter Brewery by the end of 
Spring 2017. 

The project is co-funded by the 
brewery and Openreach, who 
manages BT’s local access net¬ 
work, who recently announced 
that it is more than doubling the 
maximum speeds available over 
its FTTP network from 330 
megabits per second (Mbps) to 
up to one gigabit per second 
(Gbps). 

The new network for the brew¬ 
ery will also make FTTP viable 
for a small number of nearby 
homes, which are also in very 
rural locations. 

Patrick McCaig, managing di¬ 
rector of Otter Brewery, said: 
“Ultrafast broadband is a huge 
step forward for us. At present 
our broadband runs at no more 
than a quarter of a megabit per 
second, so very soon we will 
benefit from a service many 
hundreds of times faster. 

“Fast, effective broadband is 
an essential part of modem day 
business and it will become even 
more important in the years 
ahead. Increasingly, we are com¬ 
municating online with our cus¬ 
tomers and suppliers, particu¬ 
larly the larger companies. 

“This new technology should 


help our office employees be¬ 
come at least ten per cent more 
efficient.” 

The arrival of ultrafast is part 
of a further major expansion of 
the business. 

Mr McCaig added: “We have 
never really tried e-commerce, 
but now we are redesigning our 
website and, as well as supply¬ 
ing our products for pubs, are 
looking much more at the ‘take 
home’ retail market and even the 
possibility of a clothing range. 

“Being in such a remote loca¬ 
tion, we knew that we could not 
sit back and wait for ultrafast 
broadband to come to us, but 
that we needed to take action.” 

Otter Brewery is one of the 
South West’s leading breweries 
having won a variety of awards 
since it was founded 26 years 
ago, including most recently 
being highly commended in the 
National Business Awards and a 
finalist in the Rural Business 
Awards. 

The company, which employs 
36 people, sells more than seven 
million pints of beer and lager 
each year to up to 2,000 pubs 
across the UK. 

Paul Coles, BT South West re¬ 
gional manager, said: “This pro¬ 
ject is a great example of BT 
being able to work with a lead¬ 
ing local firm to overcome con¬ 


siderable engineering challenges 
in order to deliver high-speed 
broadband. We will certainly 
celebrate with a pint of Otter 
when the work is completed!” 

Neil Parish, MP for Tiverton 
and Honiton, said: “Getting su¬ 
perfast broadband to rural areas 
is one of my top priorities. 

“This exciting technology is 
vital for today’s businesses and 
there is no doubt that it will pro¬ 
vide a big boost for Otter Brew¬ 
ery, a local company with an 
excellent reputation for quality 
and innovation. I am campaign¬ 
ing to ensure that all households 
and businesses throughout my 
constituency - and in rural areas 
further afield - are able to bene¬ 
fit from a good quality broad¬ 
band service as soon as 
possible.” 

The project is part of BT’s 
Community Fibre Partnerships 
programme, which has already 
seen BT sign agreements with 
more than 150 local communi¬ 
ties and organisations to bring 
fibre broadband to some of the 
UK’s most challenging areas, in¬ 
cluding some other locations in 
the South West.

Some emotive 
stories were told by the staff of 
aid volunteers facing the huge 
physical and emotional chal¬ 
lenges on the ground.

150 pro shows, 50 celebs, 
30 amateur performances, 
and one year of theatre fim 


W ITH the end 
of 2016 fast 
approach¬ 
ing, I thought it 
would be fitting to 
appraise my adven¬ 
tures in theatreland 
over the last 12 
months. It’s been an 
epic year, as I’ve vis¬ 
ited over 30 amateur 
shows and around 
150 different profes¬ 
sional productions. 
I’ve revisited some 
of my favourite long 
running musicals, 
including Wicked 
(which I watched 
eight times). Kinky 
Boots (five times) 
and The Phantom 
of the Opera (just 
twice!). 

I have also met and 
interviewed around 
50 celebrities of 
varying degrees of 
fame including Sir 
Ian McKellen (intel¬ 
ligent and impos¬ 
ing), Catherine Tate 
(frosty), David Has- 
selhoff (bizarre) and 
one of my musical 


theatre idols, Ruthie 
Henshall, who was 
an absolute delight. 
The highlight how¬ 
ever, was when I got 
to have coffee with 
some of the real Cal¬ 
endar Girls, who 
were promoting a 
new musical based 
on their story, which 
has been written by 
Gary Barlow and 
Tim Firth and will 
open in the West 
End early next year. 
I was taken with 
how passionate they 
are about the char¬ 
ity they set up over 
18 years ago to raise 
money for victims 
of blood cancer and 
their families- truly 
inspirational. 

I also caught some 
new shows includ¬ 
ing Harry Potter 
and the Cursed 
Child (awesome, but 
I had a nap). Dream- 
girls (superb). Half 
a Sixpence (glori¬ 
ous) and Aladdin 
(heart-warming) 


plus a few, which 
have already been 
and gone like 
Groundhog Day, 
Guys and Dolls, 
Funny Girl, and 
Mrs. Henderson 
Presents. 

I’ve seen straight 
plays, comedies, cir¬ 
cus, one man 
shows, two handers, 
Shakespeare and 
some fully staged 
extravaganzas, but I 
have to say it’s still 
the musicals, which 
are my real source 
of joy, with shows 
like Kinky Boots, 
The Book of Mor¬ 
mon and Mamma 
Mia!, always worth 
a visit if you are 
feeling low. 

If I had to choose 
my favourite, it is 
still Wicked how¬ 
ever; the musical 
which follows the 
witches of OZ and 
offers everything I 
want from a night 
out at the theatre. 
I’ll be sneaking 
along to the Apollo 
Victoria theatre to 
see it next week for 
the 21st time! 

From the plethora 
of local talent I have 
been very fortunate 
to witness this year 
I would have to 
choose Colyton 
Theatre Group’s 
Cinderella as my 
top production; hi¬ 
lariously funny, 
well directed and 
not too self-indul¬ 
gent (something 
which is often an 
issue with non-pro¬ 
fessional shows). 

2017 will offer an¬ 
other theatrical 
feast for audiences 
in the local area, 
with both Lyme 
Regis Pantomime 
Society and Axmin- 
ster Drama Club 


presenting their 
takes on Robinson 
Crusoe at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 
Cudos in Crewk- 
erne are promising 
an extravaganza 
with their pan¬ 
tomime Rapunzel 
and the Membury 
Merrymakers are 
putting on Pan¬ 
dora’s Box The Pan¬ 
tomime in their 
village hall.
